The school district’s 14 buses op­ 
erated without incident, but they 
carried less than half their normal 
daily load. Each bus usually brings 
about 35 pupils to school, but to­ 
day the biggest load was 14 stu­ 
dents, while three buses had no 
passengers at all.

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Free Men Are Doing Big Job In Nation 


Many people think of agriculture solely 
in terms of congressional 
debate 
over 
subsidies and the “farm problem.” How­ 
ever. behind the headlines American ag­ 
riculture as an industry is becoming one 
of the mightiest forces on earth. 
Highlights of this great transition are 
described in an Economic Newsletter on 
developments in the agricultural situation 
written by Dr. Earl L. Butz, formerly of 
Purdue University and Assistant Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture. 
After pointing out that farm prices have 
been fairly stable during the past year 
and the outlook is good, Dr. Butz declared, 
“We live in era of the most rapid scienti­ 
fic and technological change of all time. 
American agriculture is now feeding our 
growing population on science and tech­ 
nology. We have increased our total ag­ 
ricultural output in the last four decades 
by 75 percent, on roughly the sam e acre­ 
age we had previously, and with two and 
one-half million fewer farm workers. 
“Agriculture is now big business. It is 
inevitable that family farm s are becoming 
larger, as the number of workers on farm 
decreases and as mechanization of our 
farm s continues at a rapid pace.” 
It is estimated that the value of the 
United States agricultural plant is $157,- 
000,000,000. 
There 
are 
nearly 
t h r e e 
times as many grain combines, and five 
times as many corn pickers. 
This increase is unparalleled 
in 
any 


country and in any previous time space. 
As time goes on we will hear less about 
surpluses and the farm problem and more 
about the need for even greater produc­ 
tion. We will then be thankful for the 


conservation and land use practices and 
mechanization which today dominate the 
agricultural scene. We should also re­ 
m em ber that free men, 
not 
five year 
plans, are doing the job. 


Federal Tax Down 
While federal taxes have been cut by 
close to $7.5 billion during the past year, 
increased state and local taxes have eaten 
up most of the savings. During the last 
fiscal year, state taxes 
alone 
totaled 
more than $11 billion, while all taxes— 
federal, state, and local—ran $87 billion, 
or approximately 30 cents out of each dol­ 
lar of earned income

“ This year we have reduced 
trafiic fatalities to 2 42 per IO 
million vehicle miles,” said Gen. 
Wanamakcr, “ as compared to a 
rate of 6.6 for national public 
highways. 
“The improved safety can he 
explained by two things—better 
policing and the fact the public 
is 
showing 
more 
sense. 
They 
have learned how to drive safely 
on turnpikes, and the novelty of 
using them as 
racetracks 
ha' 
worn off.’

would like to bo regarded more 
as a Good Sam aritan for motor­ 
ists rather than as a guy who 


does nothing but ambush s e e d ­ 
ers. The figures bear them out. 
“ Last year we gave 15,339 sum­ 
monses for speeding,” said bt. 
Joseph VV. Mack, 48, of Haddon 
field. N. J., a state policeman for 
2.7 years. “ But we helped 42.112 
motorists who were in trouble 
For example, we had to arrange 
15,880 lowings, aided 9,485 mot 
nrists with flat tires, 9,050 who 
had run out of gas, and put out 
57 car or truck fires 
“ Our maternity record is per 
feet Our men have delivered two 
babies, and never lost either a 
child or a mother. That’s bat 
ting 1,(KK) per cent 
In his cpiarter century of po­ 
lice work Lt, Mack 
has 
gone 
from the horse to the motorcycle 
to the patrol car.

pent IO years on motor 
cycles, and had about HK) spills 
in that tim e,” he said. “ With the 
patrol cars we can 
carry 
the 
equipment to do things that were 
impossible for a motorcycle 'cop. 
“ We’re able to give more first 
aid to accident victims, and get

carry two kinds of fire exting

Men have labored to improve 
social and economic conditions 
in the capitalist world, Charles 
Dickens, William Morris, Henry 
George, Jacob Rib, Jane Adams. 
Samuel Gompers, to pick a few 
names, without being regarded 
as Communists 
In fact, Henry 
George and Samuel Gompers la­ 
bored valiantly 
against 
Marx­ 
ism. Social and economic conch 
tions in the capitalist world have 
been improving since the d a r k 
days in the early 19th century of­ 
ten called the Industrial Revolu­ 
tion. And thew will continue to be 
improved, just as the 56-hour 
week gave way to the 40-hour 
week; just as women and chil­ 
dren have been protected in la 
bor. 
The quarrel is never over the 
need for elevating the proletariat 
to the living conditions of the mid­ 
dle class of the 19th century, and 
even better, because of techno­ 
logic developments. It is over the 
method of change, whether it is 
to be by a rising standard of liv­ 
ing through an evolutionary pro- 
cess, tested against existing so­ 
cial and economic conditions, or
